It is noted that the amendment of 09/06/05 was not and will not be entered, 
because the amendment of 09/06/05 requires the following new searches and issues: 

1) New search for "an antibody that binds to SEQ ID NO:1", for example, 
antibodies that could cross-react and bind to unrelated, overexpressed sequences in 
prostate cancer cells, sharing common epitopes with SEQ ID NO:1 .
